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AWARD 

By this Award I propose to dispose of four references 
namely I.D. No. 67 /77, Hans Kumar Rawal Vs. Bank of India, 
ID. No. 68/77, entitled Parvesh Kumar and Ors. Vs. Bank 
of India, l.D. No. 72/77, entitled A. K. Jain Vs. Bank of 
India and l.D. No, 75/77 entitled Surinder Kumar Vs. Bank 
of India. Proceedings in I.D. No. 67)77, 68)77 and 72)7 7 
had been consolidated vide orders dated 22-5-76 of Shri D. D. 
Gupta, Presiding Officer, Industrial Tribunal, Delhi in whose 
court these cases were pending and the proceedings were being 
held in I.D. No. 68/77, Proceedings in l.D. No. 75/77 were 
consolidated with the proceedings in I.D. No. 68/77 vide my 
order dated 5-9-77 passed in pursuance of the statement ol 
the representatives of the respective parties. In so far as 
the proceedings were held in l.D No. 68)77 entitled Parvesh 
Kumar and Ors. Vs. Bank of India, the award also h recorded 
in this reference. 

2. In I.D. No. 68)77 the Central Government vide its 
order No. L. 12012/84/75-D, II/A, dated the 19th August. 
1975 made a reference ti/s. 10 of the I.D, Act to Industrial 
Tribunal. Delhi in the following terms : 

‘Whether the management of Bank of India. U P. Region. 
Lucknow, is justified in terminating the services of 
Sarva Shri Parvesh Kumar Abot, Swam! Dass, 
Rajindra Singh, R. P. Gupta, S. C. Goel, S. C. Iain, 
Amarjit Singh Ahluwalia, Miss Usha Kumari and 
Miss Madhu Bala Shartua w.e.f. 29th January, 1975 ? 
If not, to what relief are the said workmen entitled ?’ 

3. After the reference was registered usual notices were 
sent to the parties and a statement of claim was filed on 
behalf of the workmen whereafter a written statement was 
filed and finally a replication was also filed. Upon the plead- 
ings of the parties the following two issues were framed : 

1, Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons that 
the dispute is individual and not espoused ? 

2 As in the terms of reference. 

4. After some evidence of the parties Whs recorded the 
reference was transferred to this Tribunal vide order No. 
L. 1 2025(2 U/76-D.TT(A)/DJV(B), dated 13-5-77 and it was 
registered at No. 68/77. Thereafter evidence of the parties 
was completed. 

5. In reference I.D. No. 67/77 entitled Hansh Kumar Rawal 
Vs. Bank of India, the Central Government as aporopriate 
Government has made a reference u/s 10 of the T.D. Act 
vide its order No, L. 12012/86/75/DII/A, dated the 23rd 
August, 1?75 to Industrial Tribunal, Delhi in the following 
terms : 

'Whether the management of the Bank of India, UP 
Reg : on, Lucknow, is justified in terminating the 
services of Shri Harish Kumar Rawal, with effect 
from the 4th February, 1975 ? If not, to what relief 
is the said workmen entitled 7’ 

6. This reference was registered and notices were sent to 
the parties, whereupon a statement of claim was filed on 
behalf of the workman and thereafter a written statement was 
also filed. Following issues were framed for trial : 

1. Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons that 

the dispute is individual and not espoused ? 

2. As in the terms of reference. 

7. After some evidence of the parties was recorded the 
reference was transferred to this Tribunal vide order No. L. 
12025(21) /76-D. IF A)/D.LV(B). dated 13-5-77 and if was regis- 
tered at No. 67/77. Thereafter evidence of the parties was 
completed. 

8. In reference I.D. No. 72/77 entitled A. K. Jain Vs. 
Bank of India, the Central Government has made a reference 
u/s. 10 of the I.D. Act vide its order No L. 12012/98/75/ 
D.TT/A. dated the 6th September, 1975 to Indusrtial Tribunal, 
Delhi in the following terms : 

“Whether the management of the Bank of India is justi- 
fied in terminating the services of Shri A. K. Jain. 
Clerk-cum-tvpist of the Meerut Branch of the said 


Bank w.e.f. the 10th April, 1975 7 If not, to what 
relief is the said workman entitled T 

9. This reference was registered al No. 59/75 and usual 
notices were sent lo the parties. Whereupon a statement of 
claim was filed on behalf of the workman. Thereafter a 
written statement was also filed. Finally a replication was 
also filed and the following issues were framed tor trial : 

1. Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons that 

the dispute is individual and not espoused 7 

2. As In the terms of reference. 

10. After some evidence of the parties was recorded tiro 
reference was transferred to this Tribunal vide order No. L. 
120251 21) /76-D.II(A)/D.rV(B), dated 13-5-77 and it was re- 
gistered at No. 72/77. Thereafter evidence of the parties 
was completed. 

11. Thereafter the proceedings in this case were consoli- 
dated with reference No. I.D. No. 68/77. 

12. In reference No. I.D. No. 75/77 entitled Surendra 
Kumar Versus Bank of India, the Central Government vide 
its ordgr No. L. 12012/1 10/75/D.TI/A, dated 22-10-1975 made 
a reference u/s 10 of the l.D. Act to Industrial Tribunal, 
Kanpur in the following terms : 

‘Is the management of the Bank of India, Lucknow 
Region, justified in terminating the services of Shri 
Surcnder Kumar Verma, temporary clerk, with effect 
from the 18th March, 1975 7 If not, to what relief 
is the said workman entitled V 

13. On receipt of reference it was registered at No. 10 of 
1975 by Industrial Tribunal, Kanpur and the statement of 1 
claim was filed by the parties and thereafter this case was 
transferred to Industrial Tribunal, Delhi by the Central Gov- 
ernment in whose court rejoinder were filed by the parties 
and following issues were framed ; 

1. Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons that 
the dispute is individual and not espoused 7 

2 As in the terms of reference. 

14. In the meanwhile this case was transferred to this 
Tribunal vide order No. 1. 12025(21)/76-D.HfA)/D'.II(B.l. 
dated 17-5-77 and was registered at No, 75/77 in this Tri- 
bunal. When the parties appeared before this Tribunal, then 
representatives made the following statement : 

‘There is another reference Re. Parvesh Kumar and Or*. 
Vs. Bank of India registered at No, 68/77 in this 
Tribunal. The facts of that case are almost identical 
with the case. The evidence recorded in Parvesh 
Kumar’s case read as evidence in this case also and 
the proceedings in this case be consolidated with case 
No. 68/77, the workman and Union do not propose 
to further cross examine.’ 

15. In pursuance of this statement of the parties represent- 
atives the proceedings in this reference were also consolidated 
with proceedings in Parvesh Kumar Vs, Bank of India, I.D. 
No. 68/77. 

16. I have gone through the evidence produced in these 
references and have heard Shri M. K. Ramamurthy, Advocate 
and Shri Tara Chand Gupta for the workmen and Shri 
G. B. Pai for the Bank and after giving my considered thought 
to the matter before me T have come to the following findings ; 

17. In all these cases respective workman were employed 
on temporary basis by the respondent — Bank for various 
periods and finally tbeir services were terminated, The con- 
tention of the workmen is that the Bank had intentionally 
given false breaks to their employment and the said action 
of the Bank in giving false breaks tentamounts to unfair 
labour practice and was in violation of law and settlements 
on the point. Tt is also contended that the termination of 
services of these workmen was in violation of Section 25-F 
of the I.D. Act. 1947 as they had not been paid any com- 
pensation and were not served with any notices. The termi- 
nation is said to be in violation of the various awards and 
settlements between the Bank and the Unions.

18. The management ha 1 ) contested these references inter 
alia on the ground that the termination was valid and that 
no unfair labom practice or violation of settlements was 
involved. 

19. In order to establish their respective contentions the 
parties have led oral as well as documentary evidence. Ora! 
evidence on behalf of the workmen consists of statements 
of W.W. 1, Shri A. K. Jain, W.W. 2, Harsh Kumar, VV.W. 3. 
Surinder Kumar, W.W. 4, Swami Dass, W.W 5, Amarjit Singh, 
W.W. 6, Rajinder Singh. W.W. 7. Rajinder Parshad Gupta. 
W.W. 8, S.C. Jain, W.W. 9, Madhu Bala and W.W. 10. 
Usba Kumari and that of the Bank consists of statements of 
M W. 1, Rajlndra Parshad, MAY. 2, P. K. Banerjee, M.W. 3, 
N. P. Thakar, M.W. 4, Sunil Shttstri. M.W. 5, N. K. Katyal. 

20. Issue No, 1 : 

It may be mentioned at the very outset that issue no. 1 
in various reference has not been pressed before me. Even 
otherwise there is nothing to even remotely suggest from the 
various orders of reference or the evidence on record brought 
by the parties that the reference was invalid for any reason 
what-so-ever and therefore 1 decide issue no. 1 in all the 
references against the Management and in favour of the 
workmen. 

21. Issue No. 2: 

The termination of these workmen has been challenged on 
three grounds namely violation of Section 25-F, violation of 
Shastry Award and unfair labour practice 


22, One of the contention of the workmen is that the 
termination of services of all these workmen including that 
of Shri S. C. Goel. Miss Usba Kumari and Miss Madhu 
Bala was in violation of the Shastry Award. However when 
I peruse the provisions of Shastry Award as improved upon 
by the Deeal Award and Ex. M-l and Ex. M-2 T find that 
it cannot be said that the termination of services of anv of 
these workmen was In violation of either the Shastry Award 
or Desai Award or Ex. M-l or Ex. M-2 and T hold accord- 
ingly. 


23. It is also urged on behalf of the workmen that this 
practice of employing workmen temporarily for a fixed short 
periods of and on was a unfair labour practice, but I do 
not find much force in this contention for the simple reason 
that in view of the limitation for temporary employment 
laid down in Shastry Award and Ex. M-l and Ex. M-2 it can- 
not be said that the practice adopted by the Management 
was a unfair labour parctice. The employment of these 
pesrons was certainly in consonencc with the Shastry Award 
read with Desai Award and the Bipartite Settlements whh 
the parties. The Management could not have made tempo- 
rary appointment on a long term basis and as such resort 
had to be had to short term temporary appointment for a 
fixed period. Once the action of the Bank was in conso- 
nence with these awards and Bipartite Settlements it would 
not be possible to accept that the Bank was indulging m any 
unfair labour practice in the matter of employment of tem- 
porary staff and I hold accordingly. Even 'otherwise there 
is nothing to suggest even remotely that there is anything 
unfair involved in appointing temporary employees as and 
when need arises for the Bank to do no. 


24. Regarding the violation of Section 25-F it in conceded 
on behalf of the workmen that Shri S. C. Goel, Unha Kumari 
and Madhu Bala in I.D. No, 65/77 had not put In the 
requisite one year of continuous service and an such qua 
them the provisions of Section 25-F were not violated. How- 
ever regarding other workmen it has been submitted that Shri 
Harsh Kumar in T.D No. 67/77 han put in 373 dnys service 
m between 24th January, 1974 to 4th July. 1975, As regards 
other workmen in T.D. No, 68/77 Shri P K. A hot is stated to 
have put In 416 days sendee between 4-12-73 and 29 - 1 - 75 , Shri 
Swami Dass han put in 319 days service between 24-12-73 
and 29-1-75, Shri Rajendra Singh has nut in 385 days sendee 
between 24-12-73 and 29-1-75. Shri R. P. Gupta has put in 
408 days service between 10-12-73 and 29-1-75. Shri S C. 
Jain has put fn 406 davn service between 4-12-73 and 29-1-7.5 
and Shri Amariit Singh Ahluwalia has put in 370 days ser- 
vice between 10-1-74 and 29-1-75. Tn ID No. 72/77 Shri 
A. K. Jain is stated to have nut in 378 dnys service between 
25-3-74 and 10-4-75. While in I.D. No. 75/77 Shri Surender 
Kumar Is stated to have puf in 366 days service between 


1-3-74 and 18-3-75. It is not disputed that all of them accept 
Shri S. C. Goyal, Tisha Kumari and Madhu Bala has put in 
one year continuous service at the time of termination of their 
respective services within the meaning of Section 25-F and 
in view thereof it is urged that before their services could be 
lawfully terminated the requisite notice or wages in lieu of 
notice and retrenchment compensation in accordance with 
Section 25-F should have been paid but the same having not 
been paid rhe termination was invalid for non-compliance of 
provisions of Section 25-F. My attention in this behalf has 
lieen drawn to varioiif rulings on the point, foremost of 
them being Stale Bank of India Vs. N. Sundermani 1976(1)- 
LI.J-478 in which almost in identical circumstances it was 
held that termination without compliance with the provisions 
of Section 25-F was invalid and as such liable to be quashed 
This was followed in 1 977(1 )-TJ.J-I Hindustan Steel Limited 
Vs. State of Orissa and Others, I find that certainly the ter- 
mination of services of workmen other than S.C. Goyal, 
Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala in TDn. No. 67/77, 68/77| 
72/77 and 75/77 was in violation of Section 25-F of I.D. 
\ct, 1947 and as inch Invalid and inoperative and these 
workmen have to he treated in service all along. It has been 
urged on behalf of the Management that the element of sur- 
plusage was not present In these cases whereas in both the 
cases referred lo above an element of surplusage was present. 
However when we read the statement of M.W. 1 to M.W. 5 
it is clearly made out that an element of surplusage was 
present in these cases. The very fact that these workmen 
were engaged in n temporary capacity and their services were 
not required since regularly recruited employees were avail- 
able goes to show lhat certainly element of surplusage was 
present and involved in these cases. My attention has been 
drawn to Fx. M-1 and Ex. M-2 but these documents do 
not m any manner dispense with the requirements of Section 
25-F LD. Act. 1947. Section 25-F of the T.D. Act, 1947 
is a mendntorv provisions of law and lavs down conditions 
precedent for a valid termination and therefore non-comnliance 
(hereof would invalidate the retrenchment and I hold that 
the tei-rnmntion of services of Harsh Kumar In T.D. No. 
67/77, S/Shri P. K. Abot. Swami Dass, Raiinder Singh 
R. P. Guota. S. C. Jain and Amariit Singh Ahluwalia In LD 
No. 68/77. Shri A. K Jain in LD. No. 72/77 and Shri Surin- 
der Kumar in T.D, No. 75/77 was Invalid and are declared 
invalid. 


25. On (he question of surplusage T would like to refer to 
sTaiement of M.W 1, Shri Rajinder Prashad Gupta, an Aeent 
or the respondent Bank who has stated that ‘we made appoint- 
ments to the permanent advertised posts in January. 1975 
till then we continued to appoint temporary clerk for specific 
periods’. Similarly M.W, 2. P K. Baneriee. an Officer of 
the Personnel Department of the Regional Office of the res- 
pondent— Bank has stated that thev had advertised for clerical 
rtaff in 1973 and had took them about 18 months from the 
dale of advertisement to make permanent appointments in 
early 1975. Tt is admitted on behalf of the Bank that the 
services of these temporary workmen were terminated when 
persons were available for permanent appointments and there- 
™ tt t* 1 e services of these workmen were not needed. Even 
Shn N, R. Katyal, M.W. 5 has admitted that the Bank did 
not need anv temporary employee after recruitment T n the 
face of these admissions it would follow that until persons 
were available for permanent appointments the services of 
the workmen in these references would have continued and 
hence Ji would follow that the entire process of retrenchment 
of these workmen involved an element of surplusage T n view 
of mv diseussions and findings above. I hold that the ter- 
mination of these workmen except 8 C. GovbL Usha Kuamri 
and Madhu Bala are m violaton of Section 25-F of the ID 
A-t 1947 nod ns such are declared invalid and in-onerntive 
■md this !SM,e is decided in favour of the workmen. " 

26. No other point has been urged before In these refer- 
cnees.

as in all they had cut in more than one year’s continuous 
sendee according f o previsions of Industrial D ; rnt» Act, 
t lie termination of then service', ha? been held lip m 
\ iolation of Section 25-F of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947. 
Be it as it may, the fact remains that these workmen were 
afforded an opportunity for being permanently absorbed in 
the service of the respondent — -Bank. All these woiknren 
took a test meant for the purpose but could not qualify in 
the test and in consequence their services were finally ter- 
minated. It is in the light of these facts that the question 
of relief to these workmen has to be considered. In accord- 
ance with service rules and Bipartite Settlements between the 
parties these workmen could not have been retained in ser- 
vice without their qualifying the recruitment test: they having 
failed to qualify the said lest are not entitled to any reinstate- 
ment. Tt would tcntnmoiml to putting a premium on their 
failure to qualify the said lest if they were reinstated in 
the service of the Bank. The termination is held invalid 
on account of non-compliance with the provisions of Section 
25-F of the T.D. Act, 1947 is attracted in the circumstances 
of these workmen has been categorically established as late as 
1976 in State Bank of India Vs. M. Sundermnnl’s case. 
Keeping all these facts in view 1 am of the opinion that ends 
of justice would he met if these workmen aic granted by 
way of relief, apart from the amount of retrenchment com- 
pensation Ihey would be entitled on the respective days of 
their termination, compensation to the tune of six months salary 
each. I am not oblivious of the fact that no mala fide is in- 
volved in the case of their termination. Further more Bank 
of India is a Public Undertaking and a Nationalised Bank 
and as such there is no element of any personal gain to 
anybody whatover by the termination of services of these 
ersons; rather if at all the conduct of the Bank authorities 
as been quite in tune with the desired conduct since these 
workmen were permitted to take the test as well and it was 
unfortunate that these workmen could not qualify (he test 
and in consequence the Management was left wilh no option 
hut to terminate their services. 

28. In this context it would not he irrelevant to observe 
that reinstatement would not be the proper relief in these 
cases because of the additional fact that it would be in- 
appropriate to equate the persons who have bflrnt their mid- 
night oil to pass the recruitment test with those who have 
failed to qualify that test. It would only be creating a 
dis-satisfaction amongst the former if the relief of reinstate- 
ment were allowed to the petitioners. It is in consequence 
of accumulated effect of all these facts that I have come to 
the conclusion that ends of justice would he met if these 
workmen are granted by way of relief, apart from amount 
of retrenchment compensation they would be entitled on the 
respective day of their termination, compensation to the tune 
of six months salary each. 

29. In view of my discussions above, I award to each of 
these workmen retrenchment compensation due on the res- 
pective dale of termination of their services and compensation 
to the tunc of six months salary. The workmen would also 
be entitled to costs of these inferences in the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of their cases which are assessed at Rs. 1.000 
in each of the references. Awarded accordingly.

AWARD 

By this Award I propose to dispose of four references 
namely 1,D. No. 67/77, Hans Kumar Rawal Vs. Bank of 
India, I.D. No. 68/77 entitled Parvesh Kumar and Ors. Vs. 
Bank of India, f.D. No. 72/77, entitled A. K, Jain Vs. Bank 
of India and LD. No. 75/77 entitled Surlnder Kumar Vs. 
Bunk of India, Proceedings in T.D. No. 67/77. 68/77 and 
72/77 had been consolidated vide orders dated 22-5-76 of 
Shri D. D. Gupta, Presiding Officer, Industrial Tribunal, 
Delhi in whose court these cases were pending and the pro- 
ceedings were being held in T.D. No. 68/77. Proceedings in 
T.D. No. 75/77 were consolidated with the proceedings in 
LD No. 68/77 vide my order dated 5-9-77 passed in pur- 
suance of the statement of the representatives of the respective 
parties. In so far ns the proceedings were held in T.D. No. 
68/77 entitled Parvesh Kumar and Ors. Vs. Bank of India, 
the award also is recorded in this reference. 

2. In LD. No. 68/77 the Central Government vide its 
order No. 1. 1 2012/84 /75-D.T1 /A, dated the 19th August. 
1975 made a reference u/s 10 of the I.D. Act to Industrial 
Tribunal, Delhi in the following terms : 

‘Whether the management of Bank of India. U,P. Region, 
Lucknow, is justified in terminating the 3Crvice$ of 
Sarva Shri Parvesh Kumar Abot, Swami Dass, 
Rajindru Singh, R. P. Gupta, S. C. Goel, S. C. Tain. 
Amarjit Singh Ahluwalia, Miss Usha Kumari and 
Miss Madhu Bala Sharma w.e.f. 29th January, 1975 ? 
If net, to what relief are the said workmen entitled? 

3. After the reference was registered usual notices were 
sent to the parties and a statement of claim was filed on 
behalf of the workmen whereafter a written statement was 
filed and finally a replication was also filed. Upon the plead- 
ing of the parlies the following (wo Issues were framed : 

1. Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons that 

the dispute is individual and not espoused 7 

2. As in the terms of reference. 

4. After some evidence ot the narlies was recorded (he refer- 
ence was transferred to this Tribunal vide order No. L. 
1 2025(2 11176-D .Tit A)|D.IVfBL dated 13-5-77 and it was regis- 
tered at No. 68/77. Thereafter evidence of the parties was 
completed 

5. In reference T.D. No. 67/77 entitled Harish Kumar Rawal 
Vs. Bank of India, the Central Government as appropriate 
Government has made a reference u/s 10 of the I.D. Act 
vide its order No. L. 12012/86/75/D. U/A. dated the 23rd 
August, 1975 to Industrial Tribunal, Delhi in tbe following 
lerms : 

‘Whether the management of the Bank of Tndin, UP 
Region. Lucknow, i s justified in terminating the 
services of Shri Harish Kumar Rawal, with effect 
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from the 4th February, 197? 7 If not, to what relief 
is the said woikinen entitled 7 

6. This reference was registered and notices were sent to 
the parties, whereupon ft statement of claim was tiled on 
behalf of the workman and thereafter a written statement was 
also filed. Following issues were framed for trial : 

1, Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons that 

the dispute is individual and not espoused ? 

2, As in the terms of reference 7 

7. After some evidence of the parties was recorded the 
reference was transferred to this Tribunal vide order No. L. 
1 2025(2 1)|76-D.IKA)|D.FV(B), dated 13-5-77 and it was re- 
gistered at No. 67/77. Thereafter evidence of the parties 
was completed. 

8. Tn reference I.D. No. 72/77 entitled A. K. Jain Vs. 
Bank of India, the Central Government has made a refer- 
ence u/s 10 of the I.D. Act vide its order No. L. 12012/ 
88/75/D. II/A, dated the 6th September, 1975 to Industrial 
Tribunal, Delhi in the following terms : 

‘Whether the management of the Bank of India is justi- 
fled in terminating the services of Shri A. K. Jain, 
Clcrk-cum-typist of the Meerut Branch of the said 
Bank w.e.f. the 10th April, 1975 ? If not, to what 
relief is the said workman entitled ?’ 

9. This reference was registered at No. 59/75 and usual 
notices were sent to (he parlies. Whereupon a statement of 
claim was filed on behalf of the workman. Thereafter a 
written statement was also filed. Finally a replication was 
also filed and the following issues were framed for trial : 


Kumar’s case repd as evidence in this case also 
and the proceedings in this case be consolidated 
with ense No. 68/77, the workman and Union do 
not propose to further cross examine.’ 

15. In pursuance of this statement of the parties represen- 
tatives the proceedings in this reference were also consolidated 
with proceedings in Parvesh Kumar Vs. Bank of India, I.D. 
No. 68/77. 

16. I have gone through the evidence produced In these 
references and have heard Shri M. K, Ramamurthy, Advocate 
and Shri Tara Chand Gupta for the workmen and Shri 
G. B. Pai for (he Bank and after giving my considered thought 
to the matter before me I have come to the following 
findings : 

17. In all these cases respective workman were employed 
on temporary basts by the respondent— Bank for various 
periods and finally their services were terminated. The con- 
tention of the workmen is that the Bank had intentionally 
given false breaks to their employment and the said action 
of the Bank in giving false breaks tentamounts to unfair 
labour practice and was in violation of law and settlements 
on the point. It is also contended that the termination of 
services of these workmen wa s in violation of Section 25-F of 
the I.D. Act, 1947 as they had not been paid any compensation 
and were not served with any notices. The termination is 
said to be in violation of the various awards and settlements 
between the Bank and the Unions. 

18. The management has contested these references fnter- 
alia on the around that the termination was valid and that 
no unfair labour parcticc or violation of settlements was 
involved.

registered at No. 72/77. Thereafter evidence of the parties 
was completed. 

11, Thereafter the proceedings in this case were consolidated 
with reference No. I.D. No. 68 /77. 


19, In order to establish their respective contentions the 
parties have led oral as well as documentary evidence. Oral 
evidence on behalf of the workmen consists of statements 
of W.W. 1, Shri A. K. Jain, W.W. 2, Harsh Kumar, W W. 

3. Surinder Kumar, W.W. , Swami 'Dass, W.W. 5, Amarjit 
Singh, W.W. 6, Rajinder Singh, W.W.7, Rajinder Parshad 
Gupta, W.W. 8, S. C. Jain, W.W. 9, Madhu Bala and W.W. 
10, Usha Kumari and that of the Bank consists of statements 
of M.W. 1. Rajindra Parshad, M.W 2, P. K. Banerjee, MW. 
3, N. P. Thakar, M.W. 4, Sunil Shnstri, M.W. J N. K. Katyhl. 

20. Tssue No. 1 : 


12. In reference No. I.D, No. 75|77 entitled Surendra 
Kumar Versus Bank of Tndia, the Central Government vide 
its order No. T„ 12012/1 10/75/D.II/A, dated 22-10-1975 made 
a reference u|s 10 of the I.D. Act to Industrial Tribunal 
Kanpur in the following terms : 

‘Is the management of the Bank of India, Lucknow Re- 
gion, justified in terminating the services of Shri 
Snrcnder Kumar Verma, temporary clerk, with effect 
front the l8th March, 1975 7 If not, to what relief 
is the said workman entitled ?’ 


It may be mentioned at the very outset that Issue No. i in 
various reference has not been pressed before me. Even 
otherwise there is nothing to even remotely suggest from the 
various orders of reference or the evidence on record brought 
by the parties that the reference was invalid for any reason 
whatsoever and therefore I decide issue no. 1 In all the 
references against the Management and in favour of the 
workmen. 


21. Issue No. 2 : 


13. On receipt of reference it was registered at No. 10 oi 
1975 by Industrial Tribunal; Kanpur and the statement of 
claim was filed by the parties and thereafter this case was 
transferred to Industrial Tribunal, Delhi by the Centra! 
Government in whose court rejoinder were filed by the parties 
and following issues were framed : 

1. Whether the reference is invalid for the reasons lhat 

the dispute is individual and not espoused ? 

2, As in the terms of reference. 

14. In the meanwhile this case was transferred to this 
Tribunal vide order No. L. 12025(21)/76-D.II(A)/D 11(B) 
dated 17-5-77 and was registered at No. 75/77 i n this Tri- 
bunal. When the parties appeared before this Tribunal theii 
representatives made the following statement: 

‘There is another reference Re, Parvesh Kumar and Ois 
Vs. Bank of India registered at No. 68|77 in this' 
Tribunal. The facts of that case are almost identical 
with the case. The evidence recorded in Parvesh 


The termination of these workmen has been challenged on 
three grounds namely violation of Section 25-F, violation of 
Shastry Award and unfair labbur practice. 

22. One of the contention of the workmen is that the 
termination of services of all Ihcse workmen including that of 
Shri S. C. Goel, Miss Usha Kumari and Miss Madhu Bala 
was in violation of the Shastry Award. However when I 
peruse the provisions of Shastry Award as improved upon by 
the Desai Award and Ex. M-l and Ex. M-2 I find that it 
cannot be said that the termination of services of any of 
these workmen was in violation of either the Shastry Award 
or Desai Award or Ex, M-1 or Ex. M-2 and I hold accord- 
ingly. 


is. It is also urged on behalf of the workmen that this 
practice of employing workmen temporarily for a fixed short 
periods of and on was a unfair labour practice, but I do 
not find much force in this contention for (he simple reason 
that in view of the limitation for temporary employment 
laid down in Shastry Award and Ex. M-l and Ex M-2 it 
cannot be said that the practice adopted by the Management 
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was a unfair labour practice. The employment of these per- 
sons was certainly in consoncnce with the Shastry Award 
read with Desai Award and the Bipartite Settlements with 
the parties. The Management could not have made tem- 
porary appointment on a long term basis and as such resort 
had to be had to short term temporary appointment for a 
fixed period. Once the action of the Bank was in consonence 
with these awards and Bipartite Settlements it would not 
be possible to accept that the Bank was indulging in any 
unfair labour practice in the matter of employment of tem- 
porary staff and I hold accordingly. Even otherwise there 
is nothing to suggest even remotely that there is anything 
unfair involved in appointing temporary employees as and 
when need arises for the Bank to do so. 


24. Regarding the violation of Section 25-F it is conceded 
on behalf of the workmen that Shri S. C. Goel, Usha Kumari 
and Madhu Bala in I.D. No. 65/77 had not put in the 
requisite one year of continuous service and as such qua them 
the provisions of Section25-F were not violated. However 
regarding other workmen it has been submitted that Shri 
Harsh Kumar in l.D. No. 67/77 has put in 373 days service 
in between 24th January, 1774 to 4th July, 1975. As regards 
other workmen in l.D. No. 68/77 Shri P. K. Ahot is stated 
to have put in 416 days service between 4-12-73 and 29-1-75, 
Shri Swami Dass has put in 319 days service between 24-12-73 
and 29-1-75, Shri Rajendra Singh has put in 385 days service 
between 24-12-73 and 29-1-75 Shri R. P. Gupta has put 
in 408 days service between 10-12-73 and 29-1-75, Shri S. C. 
Jain has put in 406 days service between 4-12-73 and 29-1-75 
and Shri Amarjit Singh Ahluwalia has put in 370 days service 
between 10-1-74 and 29-1-75. Tn l.D. No. 72/77 Shri A. K. 
Jain is stated to have put in 378 days service between 25-3-74 
and 10-4-75. While in T.D. No. 75/77 Shri Surender Kumar 
is stated to have put in 366 days service between 1-3-74 and 
18-3-75. It is not disputed that all of them accept Shri S. C. 
Goyal, Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala has put in one year 
continuous service at the time of termination of their respec- 
tive services within the meaning of Section 25-F and in view 
thereof it is urged that before their services could be law- 
fully terminated the requisite notice or wages in lieu of notice 
and retrenchment compensation in accordance with Section 
25-F should have been paid put the same having not been 
paid the termination was invalid for non-comnliance of pro- 
visions of Section 25-F. My attention In this behalf has 
been drawn to various rulings on the point, formemost of 
them being State Bank of India Vs. N. Sundermani 1976(1)- 
LTJ-478 in which almost in identical circumstances it was 
held that termination without compliance with the provisions 
of Section 25-F was invalid and as such liable to be quashed. 
This was followed in 1977(1)-LLJ-1 Hindustan Steel Limited 
Vs. State of Orissa and others. I find that certainly the ter- 
mination of services of workmen other than S.C. Goyal, Usha 
Kumari and Madhu Bala in IDs. No. 67/77, 68/77, 72/77 
and 75/77 was in violation of Section 25-F of l.D. Act, 1947 
and as such invalid and inoperative and these workmen have 
to be treated in service all along. It has been urged on 
behalf of the Management that the element of surplusage was 
not present in these cases whereas in both the cases referred 
to above an element of surplusage was present. However 
when we read the Statement of M.W. 1 to M.W. 5 it is 
clearly made out that an element of surplusage was present 
in these cases. The. very fact that these workmen were engaged 
in a temporary capacity and their services were not required 
since regularly recruited employees were available goes to 
show that certinly element of surplusage was present and 
involved in these cases. My attention has been drawn to 
Ex. M-l and Ex. M-2 but these documents do not in any 
manner dispense with the requirements of Section 25-F. ID, 
Act 1947. Section 25-F of the T.D. Act, 1947 is a menda- 
tory provisions of law and lays down conditions precedent 
for a valid termination and therefore non-compliance thereof 
would invalidate the retrenchment and T hold that the ter- 
mination of services of Harsh Kumar in T.D, No. 67/77, 
S/Shri P K, Abot. Swami Dass. Rajinder Singh. R. P, Gupta, 
S. C. Jain and Amarjit Singh Ahluwalia in l.D. No. 68/77, 
Shri A, K. Jain in l.D. No. 72/77 and Shri Surindcr Kumar 
in TD. No, 75/77 was invalid and are declared Invalid. 


25. On the question of surplusage T would like to refer fn 
statement of MW 1. Shri Raiinder Prashad Gupta, an Agent 
of the respondent Bank who has stated that 'we made appoint- 
ments to the permanent advertised posts in January, 1075 


till then we continued to appoint temporary clerk for specific 
periods’. Similarly M.W. 2, P. K. Bancrjee, an Officer of 
the Personnel Department of the Regional Office of the res- 
pondent — Bank has stated that they had advertised for clerical 
staff in 1973 and had took them about 18 months from the 
date of advertisement to make permanent appointments in 
early 1975. It is admitted on behalf of the Bank that the 
services of these temporary workmen were terminated when 
persons were available for permanent appointments and there- 
after the services of these workmen were not needed. Even 
Shri N. K. Katyal, M.W. 5 has admitted lhat the Bank did 
not need any temporary employee after recruitment. In the 
face of these admissions it would follow that until persons 
were available for permanent appointments the services of 
the workmen in these references would have continued and 
hence it would follow that the entire process of retrenchment 
of these workmen involved an element of surplusage. In 4hew 
of my discussions and findings above. I hold that the ter- 
mination of these workmen except S. C. Goyal, Usha Kumari 
and Madhu Bala are In violation of Section 25-F of the 
T.D. Act, 1947 and as such are declared invalid and in- 
operative and this issue is decided in favour of the workmen. 


26. No other point has been urged before in these refer- 
ences. 


27. The next question to be considered in these references 
is about the relief to which the respective workmen are en- 
titled. In as much as the termination of Shri S, C. Goyal, 
Miss Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala have been held to be in 
order I hold that they are not entitled to any relief whatsoever 
in these references. Regarding the other workmen, from 
the perusal of evidence on record and the admission of the 
workmen it is established clearly that all these workmen were 
employed by the Bank on different intervals and in so far as 
in all they had put in more than one year’s continuous service 
according to provisions of Industrial Dispute Act, the ter- 
mination of their services has been held to be in violation 
of Section 25-F of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947. Be It 
as it may, the fact remains that these workmen were afforded 
an opportunity for being permanently absorbed in the service 
of the respondent — Bank. All these workmen took a test 
meant for the purpose but could not qualify in the test and 
in consequence their services were finally terminated. It is 
in the light of these facts that the question of relief to these 
workmen has to be considered. In accordance with service 
rules and Bipartite Settlements between the parties these work- 
men could not have been returned in service without their qua- 
lifying the recruitment test : they having failed to qualify 
the said test arc not entitled to any reinstatement. It would 
tentamount to putting a premium on their failure to qualify 
the said test if they were reinstated in the service of the 
Bank, The termination is held invalid on account of non- 
compliance with the provisions of Section 25-F of the l.D. 
Act, 1947 is attracted in the circumstances of these workmen 
has been categorically established as late as 1976 in State 
Bank of India Vs. M. Sundermani’s case. Keeping all these 
facts in view I am of the opinion that ends of justice would 
be met if these workmen are granted by way of relief, apart 
from the amount of retrenchment compensation they would 
be entiled on the respective day of their termination, com- 
pensation to the tune of six months salary each. I am not 
oblivious of the fact that no malafidc is involved in the case 
of (heir termination. Further more Bank of India is a Public 
Undertaking and a Nationalised Bank and as such there is no 
element of any personal gain to anybody whatsoever by the 
termination of services of these persons; rather if at all the 
conduct of the Bank authorities has been quite in tune with 
the desired conduct since these workmen were permitted to 
take the test as well and it was unfortunate that these work- 
men could not qualify the test and in consequence the 
Management was left with no option but to terminate their 
services. 


28. In this context it would not be irrelevant to observe 
that reinstatement would not be the proper relief in these 
cases because of the additional fact that it would be in- 
appropriate to equate the persons who have burnt their mid- 
night od to pass the recruitment test with those who hav e 
failed to qualify that test. It would onlv be created a dis- 
satisfaction amongst the former if the relief of reinstatement 
were allowed to the petitioners. It i s jn consequence of ac- 
cumulated effect of all these facts that I have come to the 
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conclusion that ends of justice would be met if these work- 
men are granted by way of relief, apart from amount of 
retrenchment compensation they would be entitled on the 
respective day of their termination, compensation to the tune 
of six months stdary each. 

29. In view of my discussions above, 1 awuid lo each of 
these workmen ictrenchment compensation due on the res- 
pective date of termination of their services and compensa- 
tion to the tune of six months salary. The workmen would 
also be entitled to costs of these references in the peculiar 
circumstances of their cases which are assessed at Rs. 1,000 
in each of the references. Awarded accordingly.

f3. On receipt of reference it was registered at No. 10 
of 1975 by Industrial Tribunal, Kanpur and the statement 
of claim was filed by the parties and thereafter this case 
was transferred to Industrial Tribunal, Delhi by the Central 
Govt, in whose court rejoinder were filed by the parlies and 
following issue* were framed : 

1, Whether the reference is invalid for the teuson, that 
the dispute is individual and not espoused 7 

2 As in the terms of reference. 

14. In the meanwhile litis ease was transferred to this 
Tribunal vide order No. L. 12025(21 )/76-D.lI( A)/D.11(B) 
dated 17-5-77 and was registered at No. 75/77 in this Tiibu- 
nal. When the parties appeared before this Tribunal, their 
representatives made the following statement :

‘There is another reference Re. Parvesh Kumar and Or*.' 
Vs. Bank of India registered at No, 68/77 in this 
Tribunal. The facts of that case are almost identi- 
cal with the case. The evidence recorded in Parvesh 
Kumar’s case read as evidence in this case also 
and the proceedings in this case be consolidated 
with cose No. 68/77, the workman and Union do 
not propose to further cross examine. 

15. In pursuance of this statement of the parties repre- 
sentatives the proceedings in this reference were also con- 
solidated with proceedings in Parvesh Kumar Vs. Bank of 
India, I.D. No. 68/77. 

16. I have gone through the evidence produced in these 
references and have heard Sbrj M. K. Ramntmulhy, Advocate 
and Shri Tara Chand Gupta for the workmen and Shri G. B 
Pat for the Bank and after giving my considered thought to 
the matter before me I have come to the following find- 
ings. 

17. In all these cases respective workman were em- 
ployed on temporary basis by the respondent —Bank 
for various periods and finally their services were 
terminated. The contention of the workmen is that the Bunk 
had intentionally given false breaks to their employment and 
the said action of the Bank in giving false breaks tentantounts 
to unfair labour practice and was in violation of law and 
settlements on the point. It is also contended that the 
termination of services of these workmen was in violation of 
Section 25-F of the I.D. Act, 1947 as they had not been paid 
any compensation and were not served with any notices. The 
termination is said to be in violation ol the various awards 
and settlements between the Bank and the Unions. 

18. The management has contested these references inter- 
alia on the ground that the termination was vaild and that no 
unfair labour practice or violation of settlements was involved. 

19. In order to establish their respective contentions the 
parties have led oral as well as documentary evidence. Oral 
evidence on behalf of the workmen consists of statements 
of W.W. I Shri A. K. Jain, W.W, 2 Harsh Kumar, W.W. 3. 
Surinder Kumar, W.W. 4 Swarni Dass, W.W. 5 Amarjit 
Singh, W.W. 6 Rajinder Singh. W.W. 7, Rajinder Pnrshad 
Gupta, W.W, 8, S. C. Jain, W.W. 9 Madhu Bala and W.W, 10 
Usha Kumari and that of the Bank consists of statements 
of M.W. 1, Rajindra Parshad, M.W. 2, P. K. Baneriec 
M.W. 3 N. P. Thakur, M.W. 4 Sunil Shastri, MW. 5 N K 
Katya!. 

20. Tssue No, 1 ; 

It nmy be im-mioned at the very' outset that issue mi. I 
m venous reference has not been pressed before me. Even 
otherwise there is nothing to even remotely suggest from the 
various orders of reference or the evidence on record brought 


by the parties that the reference was invalid for any reason 
what-so-ever and therefore I decide issue no. 1 in all the 
references against the Management and in favour of the 
workmen. 

21. Issue No. 2 : 

The termination of these workmen has been challenged on 
three grounds namely violation of Section 25-F, violation of 
Shastry Award and unfair labour practice. 

22. One of the contcntion*of the workmen is that the termi- 
nation of services of all these workmen including that of Shri 
S. C. Gocl, Miss Usha Kumari and Miss Madhu Bala was in 
violation of the Shastry Award. However when I peruse the 
provisions qf Shastry Award as improved upon by the Desai 
Award and Ex. M-l and Ex. M-2 I find that it cannot be 
said that the termination of services of any of these work- 
men was in violation of either the Shastry Award or Desai 
Award or Ex. M-l or Ex. M-2 and I hold accordingly. 

23. It is also urged on behalf of the workmen that this 
practice of employing workmen temporarily for a fixed short 
periods of and on was a unfair labour practice, but I do not 
find much force in this contention for the simple reason that 
in view of the limitation for temporary employment laid down 
in Shastry Award and Ex. M-l and Ex. M-2 it cannot be 
said that the practice adopted by the Management was a un- 
fair labour practice. The employment of these persons was 
certainly in consequence with the Shastry Award read with 
Desai Award and the Bipartite Settlements with the parties. 
The Management could not have made temporary appoint- 
ment on a long term basis and as sucb resort had to be had 
to short term temporary appointment for a fixed period. 
Once the action ot the Bant was in consonance with these 
awards and Bipartite Settlements it would not be possible to 
accept that the Bank was indulging in any unfair labour prac- 
tice in the matter of employment of temporary staff and I held 
accordingly. Even otherwise there is nothing to suggest even 
remotely that there is anything unfair involved in appointing 
temporary employees as and when need arises for the Bank 
to do so. 

24. Regarding the violation of Section 25-F it is conceded 

on behalf of the workmen that Shri S. C. Goel, Usha 
Kumari and Madhu Bala in 1. D. No. 65/77 had not put 
in the requisite one year of continuous service and as such 
qua them the provisions of Sec. 25-F were not violated. 
However regarding other workmen it has been submitted that 
Shri Harsh Kumar in I. D. No, 67/77 has put in 373 days 
service in between 24th January, 1974 to 4th July, 1975. As 
regards other workmen in I. D. No. 68/77 Shri P. K. Abot 
is stated to have put in 416 days service between 4-12-73 and 
29-1-75, Shti Swami Dass has put in 319 days service bet- 
ween 24-12-73 and 29-1-75, Shri Rajendra Singh has put In 
385 days service between 24-12-73 and 29-1-75 Shri R. P. 
Gupta has put in 408 days service between 10-12-73 and 
29-1-75, Shri S. C. Jain has put in 406 days service between 
4-12-73 and 29-1-75 and Shri Amarjit Singh Ahluwalia has 
put in 370 days service between 10-1-74 and 29-1-75. Tn 
I. D. No. 72/77 Shri A. K. Jain is stated to have put in 378 
days service between 25-3-74 and 10-4-75. While in I. D. 
No. 75-/77 Shri Surender Kumar is stated to have put in 366 
days service between 1-3-74 and 18-3-75. It is not disputed 
that all of them accept Shri S. C. Goyal, Usha Kumari and 
Madhu Bala has put in one year continuous service at the 
time of termination of their respective services within the 
meaning of Section 25-F and in view thereof it Is urged that 
before their services could be lawfully terminated the requis- 
ite notice or wages in lieu of notice and retrenchment com- 
pensation in accordance with Section 25-F should have been 
paid but the same having not been paid the termination was 
Invalid for non-compliance of provisions of Section 25-F. My 
attention in this behalf has been drawn to various rulings on 
the point, foremost of them being State Bunk of India V*. 
N. Sundermani 1 976 ( 1 j-LIJ-478 in which almost in identical 
circumstances it was held that termination without comp- 
liance with the provisions of Section 25-F was invalid and as 
such liable to be quashed. This was followed in 1977(1)- 
LLJ-1 Hindustan Steel Limited Vs. State of Orissa and others. 
T find that certainly the termination of services of workmen 
other than S. C. Goyal, Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala In 
IDs, No. 67/77. 68/77, 72|77 and 75 [77 was in violation 

of Section 25-E of I. D. 3ct, 1947 and as such invalid and 
inoperative and these workmen have to be treated in service 
all along. It has been urged on behalf of the Management 
that the- dement of surplusage was not present in these cases 
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whereas in both the cases referred to above an element of 
surplusage was present. However when wc read the state- 
ment of M.VV. 1 to M.W. 5 it is clearly made out that an 
element of suiplusage was present in these cases. The very 
fact that these workmen were engaged in a temporary capa- 
city and their services were not required since regularly re- 
cruited employees weie available goes to show that certainly 
clement of surplusage was present and involved in these 
cases. My attention hns been drawn to Ex. M-l and Ex. 
M-2 but these documents do not in any manner dispense 
with the requirements of Section 25-F 1. D. Act, 1947. Sec- 
tion 25-F of the 1. D. Act, 1947 is a mandatory provisions 
of law and lays down conditions precedent for a valid termi- 
nation and therefore non-compliance thereof would invalidate 
the retrenchment and 1 hold that the termination of services 
of Harsh Kumar in f. D. No. 67/77, S/Shri P. K. Abot, 
Swami Dass, Rajindcr Singh, R. P, Gupta, S. C. Jain and 
Amarjit Singh Ahluwalia in I D. No. 68/77, Sim A. K. 
Iain in 1. 1). No. 72/77 and Shri Surinder Kumar in I. D. 
No. 75/77 was invalid and are declared invalid. 

25. On the question of surplusage I would like to refer to 
statement of M.W. 1, Shri Rajindcr Prnshad Gupta, an Agent 
of the respondent Bank who has stated that we made app- 
ointments to the permanent advertised posts in January, 1975 
till then we continued to appoint temporary clerk for specific 
periods’. Similarly M.W. 2, P. K, Baneijce, an Officer of 
the Personnel Department of the Regional Office of the res- 
pondent — -Bank has stated that they had advertised for clerical 
staff in 1973 and had took them about 18 months from the 
date of advertisement to make permanent appointments in 
early 1975. It is admitted on behalf of the Bank that the 
services of these temporary workmen were terminated when 
persons were available for permanent appointments and there- 
after the services of these workmen were not needed. Even 
Shri N. K. Katyal, MAV. 5 has admitted that the Bank did not 
need any temporary employee after recruitment, In the face 
of these admissions it would follow that until persons were 
available for permanent appointments the sendees of the 
workmen in these reference? would have continued and hence 
it would follow that the entire process of retrenchment of 
these workmen involved an element of surplusage. In view 
of my discussions and findings above. I hold that the termi- 
nation of these workmen except S C. Goyal, Usha Kumari 
and Madhu Bala are in violation of Section 25-F of the I, D. 
Act, 1947 and as such are declared invalid and in-operative 
and this issue is decided in favour of the workmen. 


26. No other point has been urged before in these referen- 
ces. 


27. The next question to be considered in these references 
is about the relief to which the respective workmen are en- 
titled. In as much as the termination of Shri S. C. Goyal. 
Miss Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala have been held to be in 
order I hold that they are not entitled to any relief what-so- 
cver in these references. Regarding the other workmen, from 
the perusal of evidence on record and the admissions of work- 
men it is established clearly that all these workmen were emp- 
loyed by the Bank on different intervals and in so far as in 
all they had put in more than one year’s continuous service 
according to provisions of Industrial Dispute Act, the termi- 
nation of their services has been held to be in violation of 
Section 25-F of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947, Be it as it 
may, the fact remains that these workmen were afforded an 
opportunity for being permanently absorbed in the service 
of the respondent — Bank. All these workmen took a test 
meant for the purpose but could not qualify in the tesj and 
in consequence their services were finally terminated. It is in 
the light of these facts that the question of relief to these 
workmen has to be considered. In accordance with service 
rules and Bipartite Settlements between the parties these 
workmen could not have been retained in service without 
their qualifying the recruitment test : they having failed, to 
qualify the said test aro not entitled to any reinstatement. Tt 
would tentamount to putting a premium on their failure to 
qualify the said test if they were reinstated in the service 
of the Bank. The termination is held invalid on account of 
non compliance with the provisions of Section 25-F of the 
I, D. Act, 1947 is attracted in the circumstances of these 
workmen has been categorically established as lare as 1976 
in State Bank of India Vs. M. Sundermam’s case, keeping 
all these facts in view T am of the opinion that ends of jus- 
tice would be met if these workmen arc granted by way of 


relief, apart from the amount of retrenchment compensation 
they would be entitled on the respective day of their termi- 
nation, compensation to the tune of six months salary each. 
I am not oblivious of the fact that no mulafide is involved 
in the case of their termination. Further more Bank of India 
is a Public Undertaking and a Nationalised Bank and as such 
there is no element of any personal gain to anybody whatso- 
ever by the termination of services of these persons ; rather 
if at all the conduct of the Bank authorities has been quite 
in tune with the desired conduct since these workmen were 
permitted to take the test as well and it was unfortunate that 
these workmen could not qualify the test and in consequence 
the Management was left with no option but to terminate 
their services. 

28. in this context it would not be irrelevant to observe 
that reinstatement would not be the proper relief in these 
cases because of the additional fact that it would be in app- 
ropriate to equate the pci-sons who have burnt mid night oil 
to pass the recruitment test with those who have failed to 
qualify that test. It would only be creating a dis-satisfaction 
amongst the former if the relief of reinstatement were allowed 
to the petitioners. It is in consequence of accumulated effect 
of all these facts that I have come to the conclusion that ends 
of justice would be met if these workmen arc granted by way 
of relief, apart from amount of retrenchment compensation 
they would be entitled on the respective clay of their termina- 
tion, compensation lo the tune of six months salary each. 

29. In view of my discussions above, I award to each of 
iheso workmen retrenchment compensation due on the res- 
pective date of termination of their services and compensation 
to the tune of six months salary. The workmen would also 
be entitled to costs of these references in the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of their cases which arc assessed at Rs. 1.000/- 
in each of the references. Awarded accordingly.

20. It may be mentioned at the very outset that issue no. 

1 in various reference has not been pressed before me. Even 
otherwise there is nothing to even remotely suggest from 
the various orders of reference or the evidence on record 
brought by the parties that the reference was invalid for 
any reason what-so-cver and therefore I decide issue no, 1 
in all the references against the Management and in favour 
of the workmen. 

ISSUE No. 2 : 

21. The termination of these workmen hits been challenged 
on three grounds namely violation of Section 25-F, viola- 
tion of Shastry Award and unfair labour practice. 

22. One of the contention of the workmen is that the 
termination of services of all these workmen including that 
of Shri S. C. Goel, Miss Usha Kumari and Miss Madhu 
Bala was in violation of the Shastry Award. However when 
I peruse the provisions of Shastry Award as improved upon 
by the Desai Award and Ex, M-l and Ex. M-2 I find that it 
cannot be said that the termination of services of any of these 
workmen was in violation of either the Shastry Award or 
Desai Award or Ex. M-l or Ex. M-2 and I bold accordingly. 

23. It Ls also urged on behalf of the workmen that this 
practice of employing -workmen temporarily for a fixed 
short periods of and on was a unfair labour practice, but 
I do not fiincl much force in this contention for the simple 
reason that in view of the limitation for temporary em- 
ployment laid down in Shastry Award and Ex, M-l and 
Ex. M-2 it cannot be said that the practice adopted by the 
Management was a unfair labour practice, The employ- 
ment of these persons was certainly in consonence with the 
Shastry Award read with Desai Award and the Bipartite 
Settlements with the parties. The Management could not 
have made temporary appointment on a long term basis and 
as such resort had to be had to short term temporary ap- 
pointment for a fixed period. Once the action of the Bank 
was in consonence with these awards and Bipartite Settle- 
ments It would not b c possible to accept that the Bonk 
was indulging in any unfair labour practice in the matter of 
employment of temporary stall and J hold accordingly. 
Even otherwise there is nothing to suggest even remotely 
that there is anything unfair involved in appointing temporary 
employees as and when need arises for the Bank to do mj, 

24. Regarding the violation of Section 25-F it is conceded 
on behalf of the workmen that Shri S. C Goel, Usha Kumari 
and Madhu Bala in I. D. No. 65/77 had not put in the rc- 

S uisite one year of continuous service and as such qua fh-'m 
le provisions of Sec, 25-F were not violated. However 
regarding other workmen it has been submitted that Shri 
Harsh Kumar in I. D. No. 67/77 has put in 373 dnvs ser- 
vice in between 24th January. 1974 to 4fh lulv, 1975. As 
regards other workmen in T. D. No. 68/77 Shri P. K. Abot is 
stated to have put in 416 days service between 4-12-73 and 
29-1-75. Shri Swami Dass has put in 319 days service bet- 


weep 24-12-73 and 29-1-75, Shri Rajendra Singh has put in 
5 S? days service between 24-17.- 73 and 29-1 75. Shri R. P 
Gupta bus put in 408 days service between 10-12-73 and 
29-1-75, Shri S. C. Jain has put in 406 days service bet- 
ween 4-12-73 and 29-1-75, and Shri Amarjit Singh Ahlu- 
wnlia has put in 370 days service between 10-1-74 and 
29-1-75. In 1. D. No. 72/77 Shri A K. Jain is staled to have 
put in 378 days service between 25-3-74 and 10-4-76. While 
in I. D. No. 75/77 Shri Surender Kumar is stated to have 
put in 366 days service between 1-3 74 and 18-3-75. It is 
not disputed that all of them accept Shri S, C. Goyal, Usha 
Kumari and Madhu Bala has put in one year continuous 
service at time of termination of their respective services 
within the meaning of Section 25-F and in view thereof it is 
urged that before their services could be lawfully terminated 
the requisite notice or vvages in lieu of notice and retrench- 
ment compensation in accordance with Section 25-F should 
have been paid but the same having not been paid the ter- 
mination was invalid for non-compliance of provisions of 
Section 25-F. My attention in this behalf has been drawn to 
various rulings on the point, foremost of them being State 
Bank of India Vs. N. Sundermani 1976(1 )-LTJ-478 in 
which almost in identical circumstances it was held that 
termination without compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 25-F was invalid and as such liable to be quashed. 
This was followed in 1.977(1)-LI J-1 Hindustan Steel Limited 
Vs. State pf Orissa and others. T find that certainly the 
termination of services of workmen other than S. C. Goyal, 
Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala in IDs. No. 67/77, 68/77, 
72/77 and 75/77 was in violation of Section 25-F of l.D. Act, 
1947 and as such invalid and inoperative and these workmen 
have to be treated in service all along. Tt has been urged 
on behalf of the Management that the element of surplusage 
was not present in these cases whereas in both the cases 
referred to above an element of surplusage was present. 
However when we read the statement of M.W.l to W.W.5 
It is clearly made out that an element of surplusage was 
present in these cases. The very' fact that tnese workmen 
were engaged in a temporary capacity and their services 
were not required since regularly recruited employees were 
available goes to show that certainly element of surplusage 
was present and involved in these cases. My attention has 
been drawn to Ex, M-l and Ex. M-2 but these documents 
do not in any manner dispense with the requirements of Sec- 
tion 25-F I. D. Act, 1947. Section 25-F of the I. D. Act, 
1947 is a mendatory provisions of law and lavs down con- 
ditions precedent for a valid termination and therefore non- 
compliance thereof would invalidate the retrenchment and 
1 hold that the termination of services of Harsh Kumar in 
J. D. No, 67177, S|Shri P. K. Abot, Swami Dass, Rajinder 
Singh, R. P. Gupta, S C. Tain and Amarjit Singh Ahluwulia in 
f. D. No. 68/77, Shri A. K. Jain in 1. D. No. 72/77 and 
Shri Surinder Kumar in J. D. No. 75/77 was invalid and 
are declared invalid. 

25. On the question of surplusage 1 would like to refer to 
statement of M.W.l Shri Rajinder Prashad Gupta , an 
Agent of the respondent Bank who has stated that ‘we made 
appointments to the permanent advertised posts in January, 
1975 till then we continued to appoint temporary clerk 
for specific periods.’ Similarly M.W. 2, P, K. Banerjee, an 
Officer of the Personnel Department of the Regional Office 
of the respondent— Bank has stated that (hey had advertised 
for clerical staff in ’973 and had took them about 18 
months from the date of advertisement to make perma- 
nent appointments in early 1975. It is admitted on behalf 
of the Bank that the services of these temporary workmen 
were terminated when persons were available for permanent 
appointments and thereafter the services of these workmen 
were not needed. Even Shri N. K Katyal, M.W.5 has 
admitted that the Bank did not need any temporary 
employee after recruitment. Tn the face of these ad- 
missions it would follow that until persons were available 
for permanent appointments the services of the workmen ui 
these references would have continued and hence it would 
follow that the entire process of retrenchment of these work- 
men involved an element of surplusage. Tn view of my dis- 
cussion., and findings above, I hold that the termination of 
these workmen except S C. Goel. Usha Kumari and Madhu 
Bala arc in violation of Section 25-F of the J.D. Act. 1947 
and as such are declared invalid and in-operatiw- and this 
issue is decided in favour of the workmen. 

26. No other point has been urged before in these refer- 
ences. 
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27. The next question to be considered in these references 
is about the relief to which the respective workmen are 
entitled. In as much as the termination of Shri S, C. Goyal, 
Miss Usha Kumari and Madhu Bala have been held to be 
in order 1 hold that they are not entitled to any relief whatso- 
ever in these references. Regarding the other workmen, from 
the perusal of evidence on record and the admission of the 
workmen it is established clearly that all these workmen were 
employed by the Bank on different intervals and in so far 
as in all they had put in more than one year's continuous 
service according to provisions of Industrial Dispute Act, 
the termination of their services has been held to be in 
violation of Section 25-F of the Industrial Dispute Act, 1947. 
Be it as it may, the fact remains that these workmen were 
afforded an opportunity for being permanently absorbed in 
the service of the respondent— Bank. All these workmen took 
a test meant for the purpose but could not qualify in the 
test and in consequence their services were finally terminated. 
It is in the light of these facts that the question of relief to 
these workmen has to be considered. In accordance with ser- 
vice rules and Bipartite Settlements between the parties these 
workmen could not have been retained in service without their 
qualifying the recruitment test ; they having failed to qualify 
the said test are not entiled to any reinstatement. Tt would 
tentamount to putting a premium on their failure to qualify 
the said test if they were reinstated in the service of the 
Bank. The termination is held invalid on account of non- 
compliance with the provisions of Section 25-F of the I.D. 
Act, 1947 is attracted in the circumstances of these work- 
men has been categorically established as late as 1976 in 
State Bank of India Vs. M. Sundcrmani’s case. Keeping 
all these facts in view I am of the opinion that ends of 
justice would be met if these workmen are granted by way 
of relief, apart from the amount of retrenchment compensa- 
tion they would be entitled on the respective day of their 
termination, compensation to the tune of six months salajy 
each. I am not oblivious of the fact that no mala fide is 
involved in the case of their termniation. Further more Bank 
of Tndia is a Public Undertaking and a Nationalised Bank 
and as such there is no element of any personal gain to 
anybody whatsoever by the termination of services of these 
persons; rather if at all the conduct of the Bank authorities 
has been quite in tune with the desired conduct since these 
workmen were permitted to take the test rs well and it was 
unfortunate that these workmen could not qualify the test 
and in consequence the Management was left with no option 
but to terminate their services. 


28, In this context it would not be irrelevant to observe 
that reinstatement would not be the proper relief in these 
cases because of the additional fact that it would be in- 
appropriate to equate the persons who have burnt their mid- 
night oil to pass the recruitment test with those who have 
failed to qualify that test. It would only be created a dis- 
satisfaction amongst the former if the relief of reinstatement 
were allowed to the petitioners. Tt is in consequence of 
accumulated effect of all these facts that I have come to the 
conclusion that ends of justice would be met if these workmen 
are granted by way of relief, apart from amount of retrench- 
ment compensation they would be entitled on the respective 
day of their termination, compensation to the tune of six 
months salary each.
